This is response to amendment filed 03/08/2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 34, 35, 37, 38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record failed to teach or suggest interpreting the queries on a pervasive computing device by 
associating at least one declarative language function with the query terms by converting the 
SQL to an intermediate tree representation corresponding to the declarative language function 
wherein the declarative language function is implemented in a declarative language that is 
chosen from the group consisting of ML, LISP and HASKELL recited in claims 1, 34 and 37. 

Claims 3, 35 and 38 are depended of their parent claims, therefore, the claims are 
allowed.
